Better salaries for teacherai* Yes. Not out of any 
consideration at all for the teachers, bur oat of highest 
reverenc e for the ( hildren aii l thr si, it. \ot hetter sal- 
aries lor every teacher, but better teachers loj every sal- 
ary, picked teachers, highly organized and highly equip- 
ped teachers. Not l)etter salaries because, in tairness. 
teachers tieed nioie money, but more money because the 
State needs a In^'her class of men and women with more 
consecration to tin ministry of teaching; nerve, brain, 
more heart, more pur|)ose, more wnse of state and civic 
stewardship than iniiciv nineonehundreth of our free or 
rural school teachers and uthcials now have. Tha^ teach- 
er of to-morrow deserves more money because he or she 
should lia\r cxpfiided niore inom v. more l.thor. more 
tinn'. in preparation lor servece than has nearly any of 
the teachers of to-day.
